” McVEAGH DID IT. 


Stephen W. Dorsey, the Star 
Router, Excoriates the Prose- 
cution. 


His Enemies Attacked Him and Used Govern- 
ment Money to Accomplish Their Object— 
The System of Persecution to Which Him- 
self, His Family, His Friends and His Ser- 
vants were Exposed—A Strong Appeal for 
Sympathy. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, July 21.—The Sun prints a 
letter from Stephen W. Dorsey to Howard 
C. Dickinson, of New York City, dated 
Washington, June 19, 1883, in which the ex- 
senator gives a connected history of the ef- 
forts that have been made to destroy him. 
‘“‘As a matter of truth,” says Dorsey, ‘the 
original object was wholly political. It was 
a conflict between what I thought ought to 
be a wise administration of public affairs on 
the one hand, and what Mac Veagh and those 
who always followed him to the rear thought 
would best subserve their own ends and 
gratify their own ambition on the other. * * 
This issue between MacVeagh and myself 
was joined early. WhatIhadto say I said 
in response to requests from the president in 
January and February, 1881. The published 
correspondence between 

GEN. GARFIELD 
and myself shows the reasons for the ani- 
mus of my enemies in his cabinet. You know 
with what scorn! treated the detestable 
idiocy of the suggestion that 
such men as Mac Veagh and 
James should be made cabinet ministers 
to represent the republicans of two great 
states, neither one of whum could be elected 
magistrate in the smallest bailiwick in his 
state. They cut no more figure in the poli- 
tics of the nation than the remotest fixed 
star does upon the movements of Saturn. I 
feared that Grant and Conkling and Arthur 
and all the great leaders whom I believed to 
be upright, and in whom 1 believed the peo- 
ple of the country had confidence, were to 
be ignored, and that a political fungus of 


pretension was to take the place of those 
sturdy oaks of experience and merit. No- 
body knows better than you do what I sacri- 
ficed in business affairs when I accepted the 
secretaryship of the republican committee, 
withdrawing my attention from the- en- 
terprises in which wé were concerned 
to devote it to the profitless and, 
as it turned out, worse than thankless, 
task of discharging this trust for the repub- 
lican party through the most desperate can- 
vass of its history. When the campaiga was 
over, I declined 
THE GREATEST REWARD 
that could be offered to any cituzen by any 
executive, Il wanted no office and I would 
have none, and if the president-elect couid 
have stewed down every place within his 
power to give, into one,.I would not have 
touched it. I did not obtrude upon the pres- 
ident-elect, as you know, any  sug- 
gestions of mine, but when he asked 
my advice, and you well remember the let- 
ters in which he made these requests, I gave 
it to him without reserve, as the published 
correspondence between us shows. Gen. 
Garfield decided that he was right and I was 
wrong, and thus MacVeagh came 
into power, hating me. Gen. Garfield, 
in his amiability and kindness of heart. 
permitted MacVeagh and James to read the 
correspondence which had passed between 
us, as he afterward told me. ‘The intensity 
of Mr. MacVeagh’s hatred for me is suffi- 
ciently attested by the fact that about his 
tirst exercise of official power was to inaugu- 
rate against me ascheme of vengeance. I 
was never so amazed and I fancy no man 
was when the charges were first madein a 
New York paper in March, 1881, accusing me 
of having conspired to defraud the govern- 
ment. did not know that Il hadever de- 
frauded anybody anywhere or in respect to 
anything,and I at first supposed this was the 
gratuitous assault of some irresponsible cor- 
respondent. ‘The only interest i ever had in 
star routes was in the nature of loans of con- 
tractors, a part of which loans I think 
I BORROWED FROM YOU. 
Without asking your permiision, I offered to 
give the government the checks I had drawn 
on you, amounting to hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, every one of which, as you know, 
was as proper, Just and honest as the act of 
any manever was. Gen, Brady 1 scarcely 
knew. My whole interest in these l!oans to 
contractors had been turned over to James 
W. Bosler more than a year before. I had 
never received a cent of proceeds and never 
expected to. It transpired upon a settlement 
with Mr. Bosler that, after the three years 
of responsibility we had had, the profits 
upon all the routes I had were scarcely suffi- 
clent to repay the loans I had made. This 
was all the foundation the case had. The rest 
was built up partly out of the malice of Mac- 
Veagh and partly of his ambition 
to figure as a reformer. MacVeagh and 
James had scarcely warmed their official 
chairs before they began the gpersecution 
which 
HAS LONG BEEN DETESTED 

by every tair and honest man: in the coun- 
try. Under a system of espionage before 
unknown toa free people and unparalleled 
in any country the infamy began. Nobody 
knew better than MacVeagh and James 
that I had never madea — out of the 
depen department, and that not a cent 

ad ever been paid to me or to anyone for 
ine Out of the public treasury. But with a 
power that none but those who have felt it 
can realize, the most miserable creat- 
ures that could be caught in 
the drag-net snaked across the mouth 
of the vilest sewer were seized upon to rake 
and scrape the country to secure,sif* possi- 
ble, something that might be turned into a 
charge against me. Itdid not matter what 
the charge was, any charges, a ll charges. 
The spy and detective and sneak, the lowest 
and most wretched known to humanity, the 
sect treasury was rich enough to employ. 
Iwelve of the most reputable men of this dis- 
trict were chosen with the consent of the 
prosecution and without the wer of the 
defendants to object to try this case. It 
would appear impossible to obtain again a 
jury of such character and intelligence 
as those who heard this evidence 
for seven months—nearly all demo- 
crats, some protestants, many catholics and 
some infidels, most of them born in 
this district. With such men, without a

sidewalk without the shadow of a self-con- 
victed thief covering his track. The dirtiest 
streams of infamy of the most distant ter- 
ritories as well of this district, were raked in 
search of creatures who could be cajoled by 
flattery,or who could be flattered by the prom- 
ise of office, or who could be bribed by the 
mints of coin or promises of a great govern- 
ment to testify to anything they might be 
trained to swear to, Men absolutely un- 
to meé, men whose occupation 
was so vile that would not 
write it here, were ns here by the pros- 
ecutors to sneer on the witness stand to 
what the prosecution knew to be absolutely 
and unqualifiedly false. They were put 
upon the stand as perjurers and they went 
off the stand self-admitted perjurers. The 
body-lice of humanity are abundant, but not 
so abundant asthe swarm of their conge- 
ners, who were swift to feed on the feast pro- 
vided by MacVeagh and James from the 
overfiow of the treasury. There was not a 
hamlet in this country where it was believed 
apee a personal friend but was visited, 

here was not a person with whom I was 
supposed to have had correspondence but 
what was approached by one or more of 
tnene creatures. No power was left unused 
an

to obtain from such-persons anyc onfidential 
correspondence of mine. Threats and bribes 
held an even balagce. The back stairs of 
the house ofjinnocenice were made slimy and 
greasy with the vile footsteps of government 
detectives. If I haye ever written a letter 
which I am not willing to have published, I 
do not know it. I presume that more than a 
hundred thousand letters of mine are in the 
hands of the people of this country, and I 
challenge the publication of every word I 
ever wrote. have ever said a word re- 
specting any public matter that [ would not 
be willing to see in print, if there is any rec- 
ord of mine anywhere, on any subject, either 
oral or written, 
THAT ANY MAN 


in the world can say is unlawful, improper, 
or against public morals, I will hand down 
my right arm to see it. Not only this, but 
here in Washington, where, as you know, 
we live in the humblest way, it was not pos- 
sible for a friend to g¢ome or go to or from 
my house without being followed by one or 
more of these vermin, The parlor windows 
could not be raised without a government 
eavesdropper skulking along the adjacent 
sidewalk to catch the friendly words that 
might be heard. My wife was “shadowed” 
to and from her marketing and shopping. 
Even my domestics wera “spotted”’ and their 
movements noted and reported. And yet 
all this was not enough. y house was in- 
vaded and government money was offered in 
large sums to induce my servants to 
report what they might hear in the domestic 
circle. Government spies sneakingin by 
the dark alieys and back doors did all they 
could to 
DISHONOR THE KITCHEN SERVANTS, 


watching at the half-closed door of family 
confidence to catch the word of trusted 
truth. And not only this. <A bargain was 
attempted by government officials to induce 
one of my servantsto steal my beoks and 
papers from the office of which he had 
charge, but my honest black boy could not 
be bribed by white scoundrels who had con- 
trol of the rich wealth of the public treasury 
to bribe with. And not only this. The peo- 
ple conducting this prosecution were so de- 
praved that they naturally called in wo- 
mento exercise the powWers that belong to 
women to odfain adyantages that other 
means had failed to g Power is great 
accompanied by.cow dusticeis great- 
er accompanied by courage. : The public has 
been made to believe that I have taken from 
the treasury miilions of dollars. ‘The belief 
has been brought about by the persistent 
and continuous charges of misled newspa- 
pers. Garfieldknew it was a lie. Arthur 
knew it wasalie. MacVeagh knew it wasa 
lie. Brewster knew it was a lie. Bliss knew 
it wasalie. Allofthem, from the stalled 
ox feeding at the rich trough of accident to 
the meanest worm which fed from the refuse 
swept from behind him, knew it 
was a lie. l intended to 
give you a full statement of the conduct of 
the prosecution, but as I go over the ground 
I find that it will take too much of your time 
to read it. What I have said is but the

of the truth beyond. Witha proper regard 
for the generations that may come after l 
shall not raise the shadow that covers their 
shame. It lays its bold hand upon the black 
face of what the government calls justice. 
Let the curtain be raised by others. ‘To sum 
up, it may be remarked that this is supposed 
to be a free government of an Anglo-Saxon 
people, founded upon the national principles 
of equal and exact justice to all men, and 
yet the history of this trial shows that at the 
very capital of such a nation, where 
the government is a targible fact anda vis- 
ible agency, it has been shown that it is pos- 
sible to organize a conspiracy OL vengeance 
under the mask of a legai prosecution that 
did not stop in its infernal career until it had 
exhausted the arts of bribery upon everyboay 
connected with its intended victim from his 
associates in business. to the cook 
in the kitchen. And yet itall failed notwith- 
standing the raking of every valley and 
mining camp and canon, every mountain and 
plain in all the vast region in the west 
in the attempt to procure something that 
would gratify the dishonorable ambi- 
tion of crushed politicians, _ 
standing the active and willing zeal 
of the worst wretches that could be gath- 
ered from every source, notwithstanding the 
invasion of the sacred privacy of homely 


dovrs of whispered contidence, in short, not- 
withstanding every yile art that malignity 
could devise, and 
EVERY VICIOUS APPLIANCE 
that venality could suggest. ‘The jury sys- 
tem develuped twelve citizens who had the 
intelligence todiscern the truth, the man- 
hood to resist the wiles, ‘and the courage to 
defy the corrupt and desperate power that 
exhausted itself to debauch the fountains of 
justice. In other words, two years of time 
and more than two million dollars of public 
money have been spent in an effort to wreak 
upon me the vengeance of ambitious and 
miserable camp-followers. This is a brief 
epitome of the story that I will tell 
you hereafter. The claws of ingratitude 
have spread their nails and have left me 
without a scratch, and the abhorrent use of 
the public treasury in this case has made 
every citizen feei unsafe. The infamous 
exercise of the powers of executive officers 
will be remembered as long as the miserable 
caricature of a government we have is re- 
membered by anyone.

A Sketch of this Thriving Mis- 
souri City—Its Commercial 
and Manufacturing Wealth, 


Chances for Many More Manufacturing In- 
dustries—Laclede County—Rapid Immi- 
gration and Improvement—A Good Place 
for All. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LEBANON, Mo., June 18.—At a certain 
Stage in the existence of all young and 
thriving cities the time seems to arrive when 
their importance, wealth and population 
suggests the advisability of progress in the 
mattcr of home manufactures, and at such a 
time it is best always to carefully canvass 
the subject and ascertain what institu tions 
would promote the public good, and be at 
the same time a source of profit to the 
investors, 

Lebanon, Mo., isin this embryotic state. 
It has improved and developed wonderfully 
during the last five years, and now possesses 
a class of business and professional gentle- 
men second to none. The various com- 
mercial lines are well represented by shrewd 
and careful merchants whe carry complete 
stocks intheir many branches, and their 
large trade is evidenced by the approxima- 
tion of sales and domestic exchanges for the 
year ending January 1, 1883, which is over 
$800,000. The city is quite pretty, being 
scattered overjconsiderable area, but compact 
and solidly built as toits business blocks. 
Many vf the neat and tasteful residences 
recline within a graceful grove whose 


foliage shade, the rose-embowered 
porches and windows. Consider- 
able pride is taken by residents 
in the general advanced character of 
improvements, and over forty buildings are 
now in course of erection. The amount of 
onan argc improvement during the last year 

as been conservatively estimated at $200, 000, 
which includes 

A SPLENDID OPERA HOUSE, 

100x50, and three stories, built of brick. It 
has large, well lighted store-rooms upon the 
ground floor, the hall with seating capacity 
of 900, handsome stage, and fuli sets of new 
scenery upon the second, and a spacious 
Masonic hall upon the third, all lighted by 


gas. 

There are four hotels, but the city lacks a 
large brick hotel building. It would be a 
safe investment for any one with capital. 
With all this valuable property hourly ex- 
posed to danger by fire, the arrangements for 
extinguishing the flames, should one occur, 
are of the most primitive description. The 
citizens should look to this, 

In 1880 the population of Lebanon was 
1,621, and by a private census of this year 
had increased to 2,106. ‘The school property 
of the city is valued at $35,000, consisting of 
a handsome brick school-house, with a schoo] 
of sevem gradés under efficient tuition dur- 
ing scholastic terms. There is also a public 
school for colored ch newspa- 
per world are the Champion, Rustic Leader. 
and Sentinel, all reliable weeklies’; also the 
Bee Journal and Pythian Advocate. Ample 
opportunity is offered to exercise religious 
preferences, as twelve organizations are re- 
ported, and nine churches may be seen, six 
of them quite tasty buildings. 

Among social organizations, the A. F. & A. 
M.—two blue lodges, a chapter, and Knights 
Templar—and the L QO. O. F., with a half- 
dozen others, are all prospering. There is also 
a free public library, anda very successful 
building and loan association, with a capital 
of $120,000. The Masonic benevolent asso- 
ciation of South Missouri was organized here 
four years ago, has now a membership of 
3,000, in divisions of 1,000 each, and is paying 
about $30,000 death losses anflually, Itisa 
prosperous and permanent institution. 

This county seat has no municipal debt. 
The city is located upon the St. Louis and 
San Francisco raitway, 185 miles from St. 
Louis. ‘The Laclede and Fort Scott railway 
is graded a distance of fifty miles west, with 
ties upon the road-bed; there is some pros- 
pect of immediate work. The Lebanon 
branch of the Missouri Pacific is now operat- 
ing forty-five miles from the main line and 
will, no doubt, be ultimately completed here. 
‘The estimated value of exports for the 
year ending January 1 is 
FIVE HUNDRED AND FIFTY THOUSAND DOL- 
‘ LARS, 

There is a good bank, one elevator, no tele- 
phone system as yet, though one is needed, 
a merchant flouring-mill with both buhrs 
and rolls, making 100 barrels per day, a large 
two-set woolen mill making jeans, tlannels, 
blankets and yarns for a local market ex- 
clusively, a fruit evaporating house, and 
sume Rochester parties are now in Lebaron 
yutting in the machinery for a 200-bushel 
1ouse, being 1,200 pounds daily capacity; a 
feed will and two brick yards. 

Referring again to the needs of Lebanon 
in manufacturing, we would suggest to a 
person desiring to find a good locality fora 
cooperage establishinent, a canning lactory, 
a wagon factory (over 1,000 wagons are sold 
by one tirm in this city alone per annum), a 
tan yard (as bark and hides can be obtained 
at lowest rates), a plow factory, machine 
shop and foundry combined, a soap and can- 
die factory, a custom grist mill, an am- 
per cane syrup mill, and _ especially 
a creamery and cheese factory, to come and 
exaniine what the city and Laclede county 
offers them as inducements. 

WHAT LACLEDE COUNTY OFFERS 

may be easily seen by referring to the char- 
acteristics of the county as we shall briefly 
present them. During the last year the im- 
migration has been increasing very largely 
and many eastern men of money, brains and 
muscle have located in this vicinity, An 
eastern company from Buffalo, N. , 
(all farmers) have purchased all the railroad 
lands in Laclede, Webster, Dallas and Cam- 
den, the most being in Laclede. The resi- 
dent manager, and one of the owners, has 
built a neat and attractive home in Lebanon, 
and is showing what can be done the first 
year with newly cleared lands. His success 
is miraculous. 

This county has an area of about 
800 square miles, about seventy-five per 
cent of which may be considered 
arable land, while the remaining 25 per cent 
is splendid pasturage and stock range. ‘Ine 
population has increased from 13,000 at the 
census to about 15,000, ana the farmers are 
principally of the better classes. 

The soilis varied, but mostly of a lime- 
stone cast; the bottoms have the black allu- 
vial, while the uplands possess what is 
termed black-jack and post-oak, The sub- 
soil is of a reddish yellow clay and the sub- 
strata of limestone rock,a fair building

with numerous brea 
courses. The Gasconade 


principal qeipaiary, Oe 
large streams, W good water powers, 
flow through the county; alse the Mianges 


are wheat, corn, oats, potatoes, tobacco, 
amber cane and vegetables, with an abund- 
ance of fruit of every variety. Recently ex- 
ports have been very much enlarged. The 
native grasses are blue stem, prairie grass 
and wild bermuda. There isavast amount 
of native pasturage. Timothy, red clover and 
Kentucky blue grass are largely cultivated, 
rich in growth and nutritive elements. The 
wild flowering grasses and shrubs, and those 
raised forthe pu give the honey-bee 
a splendid range. ‘There are over one thous- 
and stands in the country. 
FAT CATTLE, HOGS AND SHEEP. 

There has been considerable improve- 
ment displayed, and a _ general in- 
terest in raising and developing the 
grade of cattle, and at least fifty 
farmers own meng ge rincipally 
Durham and Devon. car of Jerseys has 
just been brought into the county for dairy 
purposes, Hogs are one of the principal 
classes of export. They fatten with little or no 
feeding and sell readily for cash, The Berk- 
shire and the Poland China are the favorites, 
and the general character is good, though 
there are still a few, as a gentleman re- 
marked to us, “able to make their mile in 
three minutes.’ 

In horses we were unable to learn of much 
improvement. Their mules, however, are 
fine animals, and form a promising industry 
and prominent export. Sheep culture is 
improving, but still running woo much 
to coarse wools; more fine wool sheep 
are needed. The range is _ excellent 
for this class of stock, and thousands 
should take the {place of tens. Large num- 
bers have been taken from this county to 
Kansas and Texas. 

The price of prairie lands unimproved in 
Laclede county are from $2 50 to $6 per acre. 
Farms range from $8 to $20 per acre, owing 
to location, buildings, orchards, etc. The 
altitude of the county averages about 1,300 
feet above the sea, and pure air, perfect 
health and a salubrious climate make the in- 
valids few and far between, The county ia- 
debtedness, bonded, is not large, bearing 
eight per cent interest, promptly paid. Thir- 
teen mills aggregate general tax. Ninety dis- 
trict schools and a populatien made up from 
all parts of the East and South, with a few 
foreigners. ‘Chere is a good temperance and 
religious sentiment throughdut the county; 


the society elevated, as a rule, and a wel-f 


coming hand will be extended to farmers lo- 
cating in the county,or men with capital and 
experience in any manufacturing pursuit.

At 10 o’clock this morning the stage of the 
river-was 33 fect 6 inelies, being a rise of 6 
inches in the preceding twenty-four hours. 
The sidewalks on the levee are submerged 
from Locust street to Cherry, and the lower 
stories of houses within this range are 
flooded to a depth of from 1to 6 inches, 
The oveupants foresaw the coming trouble, 
and this morning they had transferred their 
office effects to the second story, and were 
receiving callers by way of the back door. 
The water is still rising at the rate of six to 
seven juches per day, and opinion continues 
to be quite varied as to its future action. 
The present stage is just eight inches short 
of what is known as levee level, Some 
claim that it will not reach this point, while 
cthers are bold in the assertion that it will 
gv more than a fvot above it. Travel 
through this region. is impossible, and the 
execrations of those who find they have to 
climb one hill and descend another to get to 
their destination are painful to hear. The 
harbor commissioners are kept prisoners In 
their secoud-story office, where with diluted 
sulphuric acid they are endeavoring 
to fight the noxious odors whieh pervade 
the locality. The stirring-up process which 
the swollen waters have applied to the inter- 
ior of the levee cellars has evidently un- 
earthed and. stired .up accumulations of 
nastiness, as from end to end of tiose por- 
tions of the Levee where the flood has made 
most headway stenches arise of amazing 
strepgth and wonderful variety. These

Ovposite Dan Kerwin and J. D, Lawnin’s 
shops a six-inch wali has been raised, which 
is doing good service, its entirety being pre- 
served by two stout nen who watch anx- 
iously tur leaks, aud throw a coal-shovel of 
dirt in the right spot directly danger is 
threatened, 

During the storm last night almostall the 
boats on the lower part of the levee had 
difficulty in keeping ashore and one of them, 
the White Eagle, Was 80 heavily struck by 
the gale that her moorings snapped like 
thread and the boat began to drift in the 
direction of the lilinois shore. The night- 
watchinan, who had been looking for such 
an emergeucy, had placed extra lines to hold 
her, but the boat is a high one and the press- 
ure of the wind proved so strungthat she 
broke away from all restraint and was soon 
sailing acruss the river. After an exciting 
massage Of twenty minutes she struck the 
lilinots bottom, where she is at present 
lying among the willows, luckily none the 
worse for her unexpected oy 

‘Lhe work-of loading and unloading the 
boats is being pursued ander great and try- 
ing difficulties, ‘The length which ail goods 
have to be carried is increased three times, 
aud the area of dry ground left for landing 
goods is wofully diminished. The John A. 
Scudder, lying at the foot of Market street, 
had 2,000 sacks of salt to unload this morn- 
ing, but there was no available place to put 
them. The Spread Eagle, from Graftun, 
stopped atthe St. Louls elevator to find 
wharf-room and unload her passengers and 
freight, aud reloaded there. 

Captain Matt Fletcher of the Emma 
Etheridge, from the Ohio river, reported this 
morning that the bottom lands below on his 
way up abeve Dog Tooth bend were 

' ALY. UNDER WATER 
to the depth of trom one to 
two feet. In Rush Tower bend 
the same condition of attairs prevailed, and 
the Kaskaskia country was also submerged. 
At Ste. Genevieve bend most of the bottoms 
were submerged to the depth of abouta 
foot, and gangs of men were engaged in 
throwing up aievee. Aimost al] the houses 
along the river were deserted, and in such as 
were not the occupying families were seen 
looking out of the rs story windows. The 
crops are damaged through ail this district, 
and the farmers are Claiming that they are 
totally destroyed. Coming through Kaskas- 
kia river at points the current was rushing 
at the rate of six miles an hour, and logs and 
trees were being carried down ata great 
rate of speed. Judging from the present sit- 
uation and the reports coming from Missouri 
river points the captain was of the opinion 
that the river will rise another foot, which 
will suffice to entirely submerge the bottom 
lands which still remain out of water and to 
complete the destruction of crops. 

BREMEN AND CARONDELET. 

The only damage done so far by the over- 
iow of the lumber district in North St. Louis 
occurred during the wind storm at a few 
minutes after midnight. The levee that had 
been thrown upaiong Kennett street from 
Mallinckrodt to Harrison street’ burst its 
bounds on the middle section on Anglerodt 
street south of the Niedringhaus rolling will 
and near the saw-miliof Liebke& Schrage. 
Asthe water poured In from the main body 
of the mad river, itrushea in as though it 
might have been torced froma mighty steam- 
pump. It sounded like a distant cataract 
and could be heard several blocks off. The 
river soon filled up the district bounded by 
Mailinckrodt, Harrison and Kennett streets 
andthe W., 5t. L. & P. R. R.A large force 
of men were at work ali night on 
the Angelrodt street section of the dyke, and 
at midnight said to the representative of the 
Post-DisPATCH that they were hopeful of 
saving the levee. Shortly after the sterm 
swept down with terrific force, and the rain 
pouring in torrents washed the levee off 
more rapidly than a steain hose could have 
done it, A few minutes after the break the 
great Niedringhaus rolling: mills, Second and 
Angelrodt streets, were forced to shut down 
floors flooded. ; 


with This occurrence 
throws out of work four hundred men. The 
general planing mill, Kennett and Dock 


streets, Was flooded an hour after the break 
with three feet of water, and was forced to 
suspend operations, The water is now in 
the cellar of Buck's stove works Second and 
Harrison streets, and Hafner’s planing mill 
Second and Kennett street. The total dam. 
age will be about $2,000, 

Tamm’s bucket factory at Carondelet, which 
has been successfully protected for several! 
days, is surrounded by water, the water hav- 
ing broken through the levee and flooded the 
vard.

The 
sloughs south of the head of the island are 
all filling very rapidly and the hundred men 
whom Mayor Winten aud the city couneil 
have engaged to strengthen weak points In 
embankments find it impossible to prevent 
the water rushing through, and inundating 
the populous district between the sloughs 
and the levee.

The Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy embankment is over a foot under 
water, but this has not yet interfered with 
the traffic of the road. ‘The Chicago 
and Altou embankment gave way in two 
places this morning and the tracks are under 
over a foot of water. The water from the 
Chicago and Alton break caused no damage. 
The low laud between the Ohio and Missis- 
sippi and Vandalia freight depots are under 
twelve feet of water, through the careless- 
uess of some one in charge. A pipe used by 
used by the Vandalia to carry water to their 
depot was left oqen and when the rise com- 
menced no effort was made to stop the onen- 
ing.

and is wearing away the embankment 
built by the Southeastern two years ago at 
an enormous expense. The transfer stabies 
were abanduned a week ago and now stand 
in over six feet of water. The people re- 
siding between the southeastern slough and 
the levee built a small embankment a few 
days ago to protect the fifty houses in that 
locality, but the embankment was washed 
away last night and tne people, wading in 
two feet of water, are carrying their furni- 
ture to the second stories. Koebler’s mill 
suspended work this morning. the waiter in- 
vading the ee and quenching the 
fires. The willows, occupied by about a 
hundred families i# ina terrible condition, 
the water being high enough for those iu the 
second-story windows to reach it with their 
hands. Many of the fainilies occupving one- 
story houses were too poor to secure other 
houses, and now occupy freight cars on the 
Cairo Short line tracks. 


The Railroads. 
The condition of the railroads at noon to- 
day was worse than at any previous time and 
the prospects for.an improvement are very 
discouraging. ‘The storms of yesterday and 
last night were so general and severe that 
the repairs of former breaks were not only 
swept out again but many new breaks were 
made. The Wabash, which was rapidly re- 
covering from the effects of the 
storms early in the week, received the worst 
set-back, and on the west is badly demoral- 
ized. Matters are stiil further complicated 
by the disabled conditiom of the wires 
brought on by last night’s high winds, and 
definite information as to the exact condi- 
tion of affairs any distance from the city is 
meager and in many cases lacking entirely. 


No report has been received from the 
lowa division of the Wabash yet, 
but Major K. Hl. Wade, superintendent 


of transportation, says he is satisfied they 
are in deep trouble up there. The storm in 
the Shenandoah valley yesterday and last 
night was the severest ever known, The 
Grand river is now eight feet above the high- 
est previous reeord and still rising.

Hehad been before the public for 
about thirty years, and was one of thes 
ploneers of refined negro minstrelsy. Origi-| 
nally educated to commercial puresite tn 
Baltimore, in 1855 or 1856, he left his native 
city and went to San Francisco, where, 
soon after, he became an end manin a min- 
strel company in connection with Bernar, 
Birch & Wombald. He organized the 
famous San Franeisco minstrels, 
opening in a small theatre opposite 
Niblo’s garden in New York City, where 
they remained until their removal to the 
present theater, the San Francisco opera- 
house, at Twenty-ninth and Broadway. The 
minstrel firm has been longer before the 
public than any amusement organization in 
the country. Backus has sat on the end for 
nearly thirty years continually. He has 
made plenty of money, being at one time 
worth $75,000. As a comedian he was a pub- 
lie favorite. He leaves a wife, but no chitl- 
dren. The dead minstrel was a man of full 
habits, and contracted Bright’s disease of 
thg kidneys, with which he has suffered in- 
tensely of late weeks. his death resulting 
from that malady. He was in his fifty-sixth 
year,

EXECUTIVE DECISIONS. 

Secretary CHANDLER has scared some peo- 
ple by asserting that the executive officers of 
the government are bound to act upon their 
own judgment when performing administra- 
tive functions, and have no right to substi- 
tute therefor the opinion of the court of 
claims unaffirmed by the supreme court, 

The substance of this doctrine originated 
with statesmen and legal authorities far 
more emipent than Mr. CHANDLER. When 
the construction of constitution and laws 
has been finally settled by judicial authority, 
the other departments cannot disregard such 
construction where the courts are authorized 
to enforce it, because any attempt to disre- 
gard it will be nullified by the power of the 
courts and can only involve citizens and of- 
ficers In expensive litigation and loss. It 
may even become the duty of the executive, 
asamatter of the highest public policy, to 
assist the courts in enforcing a decision 
which he believes erroneous. When the 
courts are authorized to enforce a judgment, 
that judgment is the law of the land, and the 
executive who refuses to recognize and en- 
force itas such, usurps the functions of a 
co-ordinate department of the government, 
and inaugurates anarchy. Mr. CHANDLER, 
as we understand it, admits all this, and as- 
serts nothing to the contrary. 

But both the legislative and executive are, 
each within the scope and exercise of its 
own authority, independent of the judicial 
authority and bound by their oaths to judge 
for themselves, and to uphold the constitu- 
tion and laws as they individually under- 
stand the same. A member of congress must 
cast his yea or nay vote according to his own 
interpretation of the constitution. Without 
being unfaithful to his trust and regardless 
of his vath, no president can consent to en- 
force a statute which he believes clearly un- 
constitutional and void, while the responsi- 
bility of giving it the force of law rests solely 
on him. But when the judiciary has given 
it the force of a law of the land and the ques- 
tion comes to him in the shape of a judicial 
process to be enforced, thet is quite another 
matter, with which he has nothing to do 
beyond seeing that the process is obeyed. 

The supreme court itself recognizes the 
authority of the executive departments to 
interpret the laws for themselves to such an 
extent thatitis very cautious in assuming 
to pass upon their rulings, and overrules 
them only when it believes the constitution 
has been plainly violated. The mere opin- 
ions of inferior courts are not final or con- 
clusive interpretations of law, and even the 
supreme court sometimes revises and re- 
verses its own decisions. It is enough if 
executive officers submit to all legal pro- 
cesses, follow the guidance of supreme court 
decisions, and in all other cases act upon 
what they believe to be the intent and man- 
date of the law. 


THE EVENING PAPER. 

Before the Post-DisPatTcH bloomed out 
in full luxuriance as an eight-page, seven- 
column paper, packed tight with news, it 
was commonly supposed that the evening 
paper held a subordinate rank in journalism, 
as a supplement to the morning paper, a 
gleaner in the fieids the matutinal editor had 
reaped. 

On a changé tout ca, as the French say; 
we have changed all that, and thanks to our 
admirable telegraphic service and our enter- 
prising corps of news-gatherers, it is the 
morning paper which now goes gleaning the 
scanty leavings of a field we have harvested. 

There are more items developed between 
three a.m. and three p. m. than during the 
other half of the day. The European budget 
is full by the time of our going to press; the 
courts transact all their business during the 
day; all the failures and commercial sensa- 
tions, all the weddings, elopements, mys- 
terious disappearances, and other social! 
events are timed for our latest edition; all 
the great statesmen or public men who in- 
terview themselves generally do it in the 
morning, when they are fresh; the inunda- 
tions and disasters happen in the daytime: 
we even note a growing tendency among the 
people to do their shooting in time for the 
evening paper. 

And we gather it all in and furnish it to 
the public from twelve to fifteen hours in 
advance of those papers which we have 
hitherto called our esteemed contemporaries, 
but which we shall hereafter be compelled 
to call our esteemed supplementaries, for 
this is the era of the evening paper. 


THE HIGH LICENSE QUESTION, 

If the city council rendered itself liable to 
criticism or suspicion by its action in calling 
on the city counselor to give his opinion on 
the Downing law, it has set itself straight by 
the promptness with which it passed the 
ordinance conforming to the law. 

This is the only sensible way of dealing 
with the question, There is a doubt about 
the validity of the law and the saloon-keepers 
wish to have its validity settled. But there 
is obviously no way of settling the question 
of the validity of the law until an attempt is 
made to enforce it. lt is tothe interest of 
the saloon-keepers no less than to the inter- 
est of the city to have the issue made and. 
brought into court. As long as this is not 
done the law remains as a contest menace 
obstructing all the business interests in- 
volved. ( 

We do not pass any opinion on the validity,

THE MALARIOUS CAPITAL. 

In SHERMAN’S farewell address to Wash- 
ington City, published in our columns yes- 
terday in advance of its appearance else- 
where, he said, “Washington City is full of 
hollowness, hypocrisy and snobbery.” This 
curt indictment does less than justice to the 
national capitak From the moral and politi- 
cal point of view it is corrupted and corrupt- 
ing. Thecenter of our government is the 
most un-American city in America. 

It could not well be otherwise. It is almost 
entirely an artificial city, created by the 
needs of the national government, dependent 
on patronage for its prosperity, and reflect- 
ing in every feature the evils of office-holding 
and of office seeking, of dependence and its 
consequent servility, bureaucracy and its 
inevitable. insolence. 

Given the conditions under which Wash- 
ington City grew up it could not be different 
from what itis. What are we going to do 
aboutit? Itis probable that the reduction 
of taxation will reduce official population, 
and under a democratic regimea general pur- 
gation might beneficially be made, but the 
relief would be only temporary. After a 
while the office-holding democrat would not 
be distinguishable from his republican con- 
gener, and with the marvelous growth of 
this country in population, wealth, power 
and resources of every kind, the official ac- 
tivity of the government must extend and 
increase. 

The permanent improvement of Washing- 
ton City must come from a development of 
trade and manufactures that will free its 
population from dependence on government 
favor. Whenit becomes an active city of a 
half a million people it will be a more 
healthy and decent city, but until it grows in 
that direction it must continue to be a re- 
proach and a burden tothe republican idea 
to which it presents so glaring a contrast. 


ECCENTRIC DAMAGES. 
Under the laws of the state of New York 
the statutorygvyalue of a human life reduced 
to a pecuniary basis is fixed at the sum of 
$5,000, and the heirs of Jay GOULD could 
not recover a larger amount than this should 
one of the corporations which he owns un- 
happily cause his death through criminal 
negligence. 
Butina New York court a few months 
ago, a young woman named MARY ALICE 
ALMONT LIVINGSTON recovered damages in 
the amount of $75,000 for an injury to her 
young affections which has not perceptibly 
interfered with her enjoyment of life, and 
on compromising the damages at $15,000 the 
judge allowed a lawyer’s fee of $3,000 as rea- 
sonable compensation for his servicesin se- 
curing the award. 
As the result of the Brooklyn bridge dis- 
aster the injured people are putting in their 
claims for damages, and we notice that 
while Mary O’DoNovVAN asks for $20,000 
damages for injury to her scalp, Mary 
O’SULLIVAN does not attempt to get more 
than $5,000 for the death of her daughter. 
There is a common impression that it is only 
in the barbarous West and South that human 
life is cheap, but in the New York courts 
the loss of a human life is less serious than 
an injured scalp or a blighted heart. 
———_——————_—— 
COLENSO. 

The death of Joun WILLIAM CoLENSO 
removes a christian bishop who did more to 
help the cause of unbelief by a single book 
than any unbeliever has been able to do by 
awhole lifetime of work. ‘The sensation 
created by the appearance of CoLENso’s lit- 
tle book on the Pentateuch, and by the sub- 
sequent ecciesiastical trial and triumph of 
the author has passed away, but the infiu- 
ence of his honest, unflinching analysis has 
remained to sway the minds of millions who 
are unconscious of the origin of the influence 
they feel. 

In this country INGERSOLL is looked on as 
the boldest and most original assailant of 
the authority of the Bible, but he isso far 
from originality that he has never advanced 
a single objection to the books of Mosgs that 
is not to be found between the covers of the 
book of COLENSO. All that INGERSOLL has 
done has been to debase and to vulgarize 
honest scepticism by buffoonery, which all 
men feel to be out of place in a religious dis- 
cussion; he has weakened argument by the 
alliance of untimely ribaldry and scurrility, 
and if he were compelled to return to 
CoLENSO the ideas he has taken from him 
without acknowledgement he would be 
stripped as bare of his plumage as the jack- 
daw in the fable. : 

Yet CoLenso lived and died a colonial 
bishop of the church of England, a reverent, 
believing christian, working to spread belief 
in christianity in a most hopeless missionary 
field, and illustrating by his every act the 
highest virtues of a christian life. No one 
can question his sincerity, and his cureer 
may weil serve as an example alike to timid 
believers who hesitate to trust to their own 
convictions, andto unbelieving bigots in 
whom fanaticism is aggravated by the pre- 
tense of liberalism.

CAPITAL GOSSIP. 


A Budget of News From the City 
of Washington. 


Grain Exports—Was the Yantic Safe?— 
New Hampshire Senatorial Contest—Social 
Salad. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—The exports of 
grain from the United States during the past 
month show an increase of about a million 
and a half dollars, over the exports in cor- 
responding month of lust year, and for the 
eleven months of the fiscal year, an increase 
uf $24,000,000 over that much of the preced- 
ing year. The fiscal year which is about to 
end will show an increased export of $25,- 
000,000 in breadstuffs. In provisions, 
which means beef, hog products, butter, 
cheese, etc., there has - been, little change. 
The exportation of breadstutfs for the year 
will amount toa little over $200,000,000 and 
of provisions to about $100,000,000. Of cotton 


the exportations will reach about $225,- 
000,000, perhaps more. These are the 
powerful articles of export. Yet the 
smaller ones fill a large niche, and run 
the total up to between $700,000,000 and 
and $880,000,000. Last year it reached $733,- 
000,000, This year it will run to $750,000,000, 
perhaps more. The exportation of sive’ ani- 
mals will, it is expected amount to about 
$10,000,000, of which cattle form the large 
proportion, agricultural implements $3,000,- 
000, fruits a couple of millions, manufact- 
ures of iron and _— steel $18,000,000, 
leather $7,000,000, rosin and turpentine 
3 000,000, oil cake 6 000,000, ores 55 000,000 
seeds 4 000,000, sewing machines 3 000,000, 
tobadco 23 millions, tallow 4 millions, lumber 
5 000,000, articles. manufactured of wood 20 
000,000. The quality and value of wheat 
exported this year will run above tnat of last 
year. Corn will be about the same, the ex- 


five times as great, as in the corresponding 
month last year, thus bringing up the balance 
in which this year had heretofore fallen 
much behind, ‘lhe growing importance 
of New Orleans asa grain-shipping port is 
indicated by the report just issued. It shows 
that the exports of grain from that port since 
the beginning of the present fiscal year have 
been nearly four times as great as those of 
the same time last year, and its exports 
during the calendur year more than eight 
times as much as in the same time in 1882. 

THE NEW HAMPSHIRE SENATORIAL CON- 

TEST. 

The more the New Hampshire senatorship 
‘is discussed, the more interest it de. 
velops. The course of the caucus in nomi- 
nating a successor to Blair, whose term does 
not expire until ’85, creates a good deal of 
feeling and opens anew an old wound. The 
question of the right of the present tegisla- 
ture to elect this senator hinges upon the 
wording of the constitution of the state. It 
provides that the senator shall be elected by 
the legislature next preceding the end of his 
term. His term will expire March 4, 1885, and 
the legistature chosen to succeed the present 
one will not sit until June, 1885. So the 
gene legislature claims the right to elect 

is successor. The next legislature, how- 
ever, though it does not sit until after his 
term expires, will have been chosen before 
that time, and, therefore, some people claim 
that that one, and not the one now in session, 


should elect. ‘the democrats hope 
to control the next legislature 
of the _ state, and if they do 


would of course send a democrat to the sen- 
ate, which might throw the control of that” 
body into their hands. Evenif a do not 
control the legislature they say they will 
electaman and send him here in the hope 
that he may be awarded the seat. a. ro 
probable, however, that should the question 
comeupit will be decided that by leaving 
the election to the. next legislature, which 
does not meet until after the term expires, 
there would be a possibility of leaving the 
state withoutits proper representation in 
the senate in case an extra session should be 
called before the meeting of the legislature

e Methods and Tools Employed by 
Old-Time and Latter-Day 


| Cracksmen. 
‘me 


_- A Perfect Guide to the Perilous Profession— 
The Manner in Which Jobs are Worked by 
Day and Night—Improvements in Safe- 
ing—A Description of the House Break= 

ers’ kmplements. 


For those who may desire to enter the 
profession of burgiary, or even for the gen- 
eral reader, the details of the business may 
not be uninteresting, First as to tools: Most 
of them can be had at any large hardware 
store; and those that cannot, may be made 
by a not over-particular machinist or black. 
sinith. 

An ordinary set of ‘ playthings,” or burg- 
lar tools, comprises a “darkey,” or small 
dark lantern; “timber,” or silent matches; 
astump of candle; a “neddy,” or slung- 
shot;an “‘ochive,” or bone-handicd knife; 
useful for cutting panels out; a palette or 
caseknife, thin and pliant, for opening win- 
dows (by inserting between the upper and 
lower sash so as to push back the spring 
fastening) a “jimmy” or small crowbar about 
twelve inches long, and splaved or crow- 


footed at one end: “tarrels” or skeleton 
keys of various sizes, with wards at each 
end, and called “double-enders.” These, 
and wires to lift lock-tumblers may be made 
during leisure hours outside of jail. Next is 
. required a centre-bit. The whole outtit can 
be put in a neat kit costing about $10, and 
here you have all that is required for. com- 
mon work. 
IN THE GOOD OLD TIMES 
of Jack Sheppard, Jonathan Wild and 
Blueskin, doors were locked with great mas- 
sive keys, the safety of the house seeming 
depend on the size of the key, 
But the “serewsman” of that day overcame 
alldiffiiculty by providing himself with a 
blank tin key, one side of which he covered 
with wax or candle-grease. It was then only 
necessary to insert the key and press it to 
one sige to obtain a correct impression of the 
lock. his was called “‘faiking.’’ From the 
— thus obtained it was only required to 
orge a key out of strong flattened wire. 
1¢ “picklock”’ wasa lighter wire, used 
by working outside the wards, and in the 
hands of a “‘dobbier,” or practised wire- 
picker, was a very eflicient toul. The success 
of the knights of industry brought the 
warded lock into disuse, and it was dis- 
carded in favor of the tumbler lock, but for 
these large keys were used and the skeleton 
keys were too weak to raise the tumblers. 
The “cracksmen” then invented a machine 
called the “jack in the box.’’ This instru- 
ment consisted of a T-shaped piece of iron, 
which was inserted upright in the lock, and 
then turned crossways. The part projecting 
outside the lock was fastened in an iron 
socket, the upper part of which contained a 
heavy iron screw, which was then tightened. 
By this means the strongest locks were 
forced off. The use of this tool was met by 
the improvement in locks patented by 
the celebrated Mr. Chubb, with small key- 
holes, and the substance of the plate studded 
closely with steel screw-plugs, so that large 
drills could not avoid them, and the smaller 
ones were checked by an inner lining of 
steel. 
The present age is nothing if not explosive, 
and the modern housebreaker has kept up 
e with the spirit of the times. Gun-cotton, dyna- 
« mite and nitro-glycerine have been tried, and 
each in turn discarded in favor of gunpow- 
der. After gaining admission tothe bank or 
room, where the safe is situated, the burg- 
laY’s usual course is to drill a bole into the 
lock, or if necessary through the door; a 
long tin or rubber funnel slightly bent is 
then inserted, and the a Aa ae dust pour- 
edin. If fine gunpowder cannot be had, it 
is usually made so by wetting the coarse 
powder, drying and rubbing it into 
Th d Peeves hy ty me ted, 1 
e powder in place, a fuseis inser - 
hited, and all seek a place of safety. . 
A good lock on an ordinary wooden door is 
sufficient to prevent entry, except the 
“cracksman” uses violence, but violence is 
mon so hecuts a panel out; this was for- 
meriy done with a fine saw, but a quicker 
and quieter way was established when the 
anel cutter was invented. The panel cut- 
er consists of a strong stem, with a gimlet 
point; this is to be twisted into the center of 
the panel; through this stem slides a cross- 
bar. carrying at one extremity a sharp cut- 
ting tool, which may be adjusted to move at 
the desired radius. At the head of the stem 
is fixed a double-armed lever, which works 
the whole machine. The lever, when de- 
tached, makes a powerful “jimmy.” Ina 
few minutes this instrument will make a 
hole large enough to adinit the burgiar’s 
arm, or even his whole bbdy, and 
the door is then quickly unfastened. 
The only difficulty is when the door is lined 
with sheet iron, or studded with nails; in 
such a case it is necessary to resort to force. 
The craeksman must now be provided with 
a stout metal arm riveted toa plate at the 
lower end, and having a worm like the screw 
ofa press working through theupper sharp- 
potn thumb-screws passing through each 
corner of the plate, and thus fix the whole 
apparatus to the door jamb. ‘The screw is 
then worked, a stout plate being placed be- 
tween the end of the screw and the face of 
the door,so as to obtain a good bearing. This 
instrument may be appiied to the lock, the 
hinges, or wherever a bolt may be fixed. 
A regular “‘pic-nic” is where the door 1s 
locked and the key left in the inside, then 
the “‘nippers’’ or “‘outsiders’’ come into play. 
They are long slender forceps, and are in- 
#erted with ease whereby key is grasped,

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TOOLS OF A BURGLAR, 
we will now proceed to the burglar himself. 
He may be long or short, stout, or lean, and 
he usually lives in some tenement building 
where he passes for a printer, or barkeeper 
who works at night. He is rarely seen on 
the streets during the day, but is your true 
“bird of night.”” He seldom breaks into a 
house where there is nothing to be had, 
or of which he knows nothing, for the 
first step in a burglary is prospecting, or 
looking out for a fit object to plunder. This 
being found, the burglar rings the bell, and 
wepresents himself as an employe of the wa- 
ter office, and requests to examine the water- 
faucets; or he may come from the gas Office, 
to look at the meter; or he wants to lixa 
telephone, or telegraph-wire on the roof—

Entrance 
must now be effected as quickly as possible, 
This is done in various ways. 

“Jumping acrib” is entrance through a 
a window, either by springing back the bolt, 
or cutting the glass. bis is done by past- 
ing a stout piece of paper on the window, 
the center of the paper is attached toa 
string and a diamond is then used to cut the 
glass. By this means a hole sufficiently 
large toadmitthe arm of the burglar is 
made. If there are window blinds the slats 
are cut at the end with a sharp knife. 

*‘Breaking a crib,” is entrance by the back 
door: “grating a crib” is entrance through a 
grating or coal hole; “‘garretinga crib” is 
entrance through the root, or 
by an attic window. Where the 
Opening is very small, a ‘““fagger.’ 
or small boy Jearning the business, is intro- 
dneed and a dooris soon opened. In cases 
where a panel has to be cut out the cracks- 
man is provided with grained paper the color 
of the panel ;this is pasted over the opening 
s0 that a police officer flashing a bull’s eye 
on it is unable to notice anything wrong. If 
the desired entrance is some distance from 
the ground, a hoist is made; that is one 
climbs up on the shoulder of the other. In 
such acase a ladder lying around loose is 
looked on as a special act of Providence. If

BY THE ROOF, 
an adjoining empty house must he made use 
Through it the roof is easily gained. 
hole is made, and an umbreila 
then inserted and opened. The large pieces 
of the roof are carefully laid aside, and the 
smaller pieces dropping into the umbrella 
make no noise. 

Stores are sometimes robbed by means of 
a “budge,” one who sneaks in while the 
store is open ana conceals himse/f until all is 

ulet, and then at agiven signal opens the 
oe for his pals. The same style of an 
operator on dwellings is called a ‘“‘snake,” 
his usual place of concealment being undera 
bed. 
Entrance by any means having been ob- 
tained, work is done rapidly and noiselessly. 
At one time housebreakers believed that no 
sleeper could awake, and no waking man 
could see them, if they carried their candlein 
a dead man’s hand. That belief 
cost the lifeof many a man. ‘Lhe burglar 
of to-day has no such superstition. He 
trusts to rubber shoes, or if he wears boots 
he draws heavy socks over them. Now the 
work of getting the “swag” or treasure, 
commences. Money, jewelry, diamonds and 
silverware are all that are touched. ‘Dead 
swag” or cumbersome goods are too heavy to 
carry or dispose of. During the search the 
“crow” hears the rap of the appraaching 
patrolman. He coughs, mews, whistles or 
stamps his foot. In an instant all light is 
turned out, aad when the officer passes all is 
as quiet as a tombstone. 

On entering sleeping-rooms, the breathing 
of the sleeper will indicate the position of 
the bed, If the sleep is not profound chloro- 
form used; for this purpose 
Squibbs’ chloroform is the best. 
About two tablespoonfuls are poured 
on a handkerchief and held about an inch 
from the mouth and nose of the sleeper. If 
held too close the sleeper will cough and 
wake up. Some become restless while inhal- 
ikg; they are not fit subjects, and the chloro- 
form must be withdrawn. Chioroform is 
not very dangerous in the quantity here men- 
tioned when the sleeperis in a recumbent 
position. 

When all the “‘swag’’ has been secured, all 
clues that can be of any assistance to the 
police are removed; and on the signal from 
the “crow” that the coast is clear, all depart 
as quietiy as they came. ‘The nearest ‘‘owl 
car’ takes them somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of their lodging.

They 
come with ample information, sometimes 
with a rough plan of certain houses in their 
pockets. Enis information is obtained from 
tramps, whoin thé summer time are con- 
stantly loafing around country houses, and 
who take notes of every good “crib,” either 
for their own petty stealing or to turn their 
knowledge of a “good thing’’-to the service 
of any burglar who will let them “stand in’’ 
for a small share of the “swag. 

In these small towns 
often petty thieves, who are in 
correspondence with the greater 
lights ofthe city, and who furnish them 
with the knowledge necessary to do that 
which they are too cowardly or too cautious 
to do themselves. 

HOTEL BURGLARIES 

are usually conducted on a somewhat differ- 
ent plan. Those who engage in the business 
are called ‘‘jilters,” or hotel lurkers. They 
go in pairs and work in two ways. Some- 
times they stay at a hotel for several days 
getting acquainted with the ‘“‘lay of the 
land,” the guests and where they sleep. If 
the robbery is done in the day time it is 
worked by means of false keys, and only 
money and jeweiry aretaken. Ii night is 
decided on as the time for depredations, 
“outsiders” are used to open the 
locks. In case any one wakes 
the burglar pardon and declares that he 
has entered the wrong room. in country 
boarding-houses one of the ‘“‘jilters’’ enters 
after dark the room where the landlord is, 
(this is usually a saloon). He gets a drink 
and presents a twenty-dollar Dill (calieda 
double “‘saw-buck’”’) in payment. Lf the Jand- 
lord goes into another room or "p stairs for 
the change, the “‘jilter”’ on the outside care- 
fully watches the light and locates as near as 

ssible the treasure. On the return ‘of the 
andiord, jiulter No. 1, treats and detains the 
iandiord in conversation as long as possible 
while his pal secures the “swag,”’ A break 
is then made for the railroad and the city,

Something of the Mysteries of the Straw Hat 
Business—The Panama—The Manilla— 
Canton—Leghorn—Milan—Imitations—Va- 
rious Varieties—The Cost. 


Straw hats, the material of which they are 
made, where and by whom manufactured, 
shapes, styles, quality,—these were the 
questions under consideration as a Post- 
DIsPATCH reporter entered a wholesale hat 
store on Fourth street this morning and 
asked the proprietor if he would be kind 
enough to introduce him to the mysteries of 
the hat business. 

“Certainly,” said he; “‘we will give you 
any information on that subject that we 
can,” 

Calling the straw hat expert he placed the 
reporter in his charge. Taking the elevator 
to ah upper story the reporter and the expert 
soon found themselves on a floor where hats, 
straw hats, and thousands of them, were the 
only thing visible. Stepping to one of the 
tables and taking up a white, lustrous 
straw hat with a broad brim and 
rather shallow crown, he handed it to the 
scribe and said: i 

“This hat is all the rage this season. We 
sell more of them than of any other style.

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| “OLD FASHIONED ROSES. 


Something About the Flowers Culti- 
vated by Peoplea Generation Ago. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

In the present craze for Jacqueminots and 
Marechal Niels and Bon Silenes, few ple 
remember any of the beautiful old-fashioned 
roses that delighted the hearts of peoplea 
generation ago. Years ago the cabbage rose 
was considered almost the very perfection of 
roses, Now the variety is nearly extinct. 
Some persons will remember a few old speci- 
mens, never to be forgotten on account of 
their tall, spreading, woody bushes, their 
large, glossy, dark leaves and their 
gorgeous masses of deep-pink bloom. Those 
who think the corolla of the fashionable 
Jacqueminot big should have seen those. 
They were literally, as the name indicates, 
respectable-sized cabbages. The Baltimore 
Belle was once the fancy rose.” Now It is 
a ever seen, except clambering over 
old-fashioned porches and arbors. it isa 
hardy, luxuriant climber, and at the same 
time a delicate, graceful one. It bears a 
wealth of bioom, sometimes the green being 
Searcely visible under its veil of crimson. 
‘The color isadeep crimson, velvety as a 
royal robe. ‘The flowers are not very double, 
having in their centers a profusion of bright 
yellow stamens. i

ful, the Champney far surpasses it. | 


Not 
one in a hundred of the present race of read- 
ers knows what a a sae om rose is. A sin- 

le specimen is hardly obtainable anywhere. 
The bush is low and spreading, somewhat 
after the manner of the wild rose, and it 
blooms at the rate of hundreds at a time. 
The blossom resembles that of the Baltimore 
Belle in that it is but slightly double, with a 
profusion of yellow stamens, but it differs in 
color, being of a dainty oe white, shad- 
ing into a faint pink. All ol ardens <lis- 
played an abundance of the hundred-leaf or 
crown rose. This seemed well-named, for 
the td0o-abundant petals were literally 
packed together to form a blossom raised in 
+ the center like acrown. In color it was of a 
real so-called rose-pink and had ,the charac- 
teristic fragrance so well known in rose- 
water. Now, wherever seen, the hundred- 
leaf rose-bushes are usually degenerate prey 
for rose-bugs. Beautiful half-biown buds 
may sometimes be obtained, but seldom can 
one find a perfect flower. 

The old-fashioned yellow rose has disap- 
peared almost entirely. The plants were lit- 
tle, the clustered leaves very diminutive and 
the stems and seed vessels very — but 
the blossoms were large and ag th ike a 
small sun, more beautiful by far than the 
modern elated sunflower. 

The blighted rose was once quite a curios- 
ity, and so it is now—in the few places in 
which it may still be seen. One single plant 
sometimes spreads itself like a miniature 
thicket, a tangled mass of greenery. ‘lhe 
rather large, very double blossoms were pure 
white upon their outer edge and delicate 
pink in the center, similar in this respect to 
what is now known as the blush rose. But 
the — rose had one peculiarity. Be- 
fore the center had fully developed the 
outer edge had begun to fade, so that it was 
no uncommon thing to see the pink heart 
surrounded bya fringe of withered petals. 
Sometimes the outer layer showed streaks of 
brown even in the bud. 

‘Lhe real moss-rose of which the poets 
have sung is now little more than a memory. 
It resembled the crown-rose, except that it 
was larger, of a deeper pink and had a green 
mossy growth upon its calyx. ‘lhe moss- 
rose is still imitated by art, but how far this 
imitation is successful few of the people of 
the present day have much opportunity of 
Judging. 
The dog-rose is perhaps the rarest of all 
the roses formerly cultivated, though it is 
said to grow wild in some parts of the state. 
This resembled the sweetbrier and ran over, 
perhaps, yards of space, with the same na- 
tive luxuriance. Its blossoms were single, 
like those of the wild-rose, with five simple 
etals, but larger and of a deep velvety pink. 

ther roses there were of which scarce the 
name or the memory remains. One of these 
was like a double swamp-rose, forming 
thickets like brambles. 


SOME HOSPITAL ROMANCES. 


Incidents of the Time When the Wo- 
men of York Were Sisters of Mercy. 
Mrs. Judge Fisher in the Phila. Weekly Times. 


At one time we had seventeen hundred pa- 
tients in the hospitals. A train came in late 
one es with a great number of painful- 
ly wounded men. he following morning, 
in my early round, I was attracted by one of 
the new arrivals, whose right leg had been 
amputated above the knee. He seemed in a 
profound sleep, although even in repose his 
face wore the impress of the suffering he 
had endured. His features, faultiess to the 
finest line, were like chiseled marble in their 
bloodless pallor. I sat down by the cot 
ready to administer the prescribed medicine. 
His unbroken sleep continued and I reluc- 
tantly left him to look after,the other pa- 
tients in the ward. Hour after hour passei 
away and my interest increased as I fre- 
quently returned to his bed, hoping 
to find him awake. Still he slept on. 
Towards night I went out again and found 
him awake, appurently conscious and free 
from pain. His eyes were turned toward 
the setting sun,upon which he calinly looked. 
More slowly came the faint breath as 
his strength declined with the declining sun. 
Just as it sank below the horizon his soul 
followed in the glorious pathway and he was 
known no moreto earth. The nurse told 
me he had uttered no word and there was no 
clue to identify him. Afterwards he showed 
me a locket which was suspended froin his 
neck by a slender chain.

Von der Ahe, the president of the 
St. Louis base-ball club, was at down town 
headquarters this morning, and had a word 
to say about the action of the club on yester- 
day, inrefusing to refund money or tickets 
at the gate after the game was called: ‘*The 
clubs of the American association,” said 


President Von der Ahe, “havea rule which 
entitles the visiting team to its guarantee 
the moment the game is called. The moment 
the gameis called, too, the salary of the 
ulnpire and all employes becomes due. This 
was the reason that all of the clubs of the 
American have adopted the rule of refunding 
no money after the gameis called. Several 
times this year games have been stopped 
after the tirst inning in the association 
cities without any money being retunded. 
At Philadelphia nearly 10,000 people in one 
game paid toll to see one inning played and 
then made no demand for the return of their 
money, for the reason that the notice was up, 
asatour park, “No money refunded after 
the game is called.”” At Louisville our club 
in one game played one inning and then rain 
spoiled the sport. We got our guarantee, 
but there was no demand at the gate for the 
return of money or tickets by those who had 

aid admission. Since yesterday, however,
